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Approval is given fo 
£12m town link roa 
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THE first phase of a new multi-mil- 
lion pound link road, which will join 
two separate areas of Northampton 
once completed, could be finished 
by 2013, it has been revealed. 

Guildhall planners last night gave their 
seal of approval to the first stage of plans to 
build a new £12 million road, which will even- 
tually link London Road and Bedford Road. 

The full project, which was discussed by 
West Northamptonshire Development Cor- 
poration (WNDC) yesterday, will include the 
creation of three new bridges, including one 
over the existing rail crossing, which once 
served the now defunct Northampton to Bed- 
ford railway, in Far Cotton. 

It will ultimately lead to a direct 30mph, 
one mile-long link road potentially reducing 
congestion in the south of the town. 

On Tuesday night, members of Northamp- 
ton Borough Council’s planning committee 
approved the first phase of the huge engi- 
neering project, between Nunn Mills Road 
and Ransome Road, which should be com- 
pleted by 2013. 

The proposal includes a new road lay-out in 
Bedford Road, close to Midsummer Meadow. 

The move would also see the existing pay 
and display car park at Midsummer Meadow 
being extended, with the entrance moved to 
the opposite side of the car park, off Bedford 
Road. 

Councillor Mike Hallam (Con, Parklands) 
said he was pleased the road infrastructure 
was being put in place before houses and busi- 
nesses were built in the surrounding area. 

The new road is being built to open up land 
near the former Avon headquarters and the 
old Nunn Mills power station for develop- 
ment. 

Councillor Hallam said: “I think we often 
talk on this committee about the need for 
infrastructure before we have houses and I 
think this is what we are getting here.” 


Northampton 
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Convicted rapist 
jailed for 15 years 


A RAPIST who subjected a teenage 
girl to repeated rapes and sexual as- 
saults has been jailed for 15 years. 
Maurice Culverhouse, aged 39, 
known as Sam, was convicted of 
eight serious sexual offences after 
a four-day trial at Northampton 
Crown Court last month. He had 
denied forcing the teenager into per- 
forming repeated sex acts but was 
found guilty by unanimous verdicts. 
At Leicester Crown Court on Tues- 
day, Culverhouse was jailed for 15 
years by Judge Michael Fowler, who 
described his offending as “a cam- 
paign of rape” and placed him on 
the sex offenders’ register for life.

Family lead 
tributes to 
Natasha, 17 


THE heartbroken parents 
of Natasha Warnes told 
mourners at her funeral last 
week how their talented 
daughter “had so much 
more to give”. 

Hundreds of friends and family 
heard emotional tributes and sto- 
ries of Natasha’s childhood and 
young life at her funeral, held at 
Mount Pleasant Baptist Church, 
in Kettering Road. 

Natasha was found dead in her 
bedroom at her home in Broadway 
East, Abington, last month. She 
would have turned 17 last Satur- 
day. 

In a eulogy read out in church 
yesterday, her devastated parents, 
Mark and Emma, said: “Natasha 
achieved so much within her short 
life, creating a positive impact 
on everyone she met. She had so 
much more to give.” 

The family told of a “gentle and 


compassionate” young lady with 
“a caring warmth”, whose pas- 
sions were music, art and Nutella 
chocolate spread. 

They said: “On one memorable 
occasion, Tash went into town to 
specifically purchase an E-string 
for ‘Valerie’ her violin. Seven 
hours later she returned without 
the E-string .. . she was obviously 
preoccupied with her busking.” 

A talented musician, Natasha 
was a popular member of the 
Northamptonshire Youth Orches- 
tra and recently appeared at the 
finals of the National Festival of 
Music for Youth. She was a former 
Headlands Primary School and 
Northampton School for Boys stu- 
dent and was well-known in town, 
where she could often be seen 
busking outside the Grosvenor 
Centre. The family have asked for 
donations to be made to the North- 
ampton Music & Performing Arts 
Service.

Balloon night glow draws 
in the crowds for festival 


MORE than 40 hot air balloons took to the 
skies above Northamptonshire for the annual 
balloon festival. 

The event, which is now in its 22nd year, 
was held over the weekend at its new home at 
Billing Aquadrome. 

It started with a successful launch of 20 
balloons at 6am on Friday with light surface 
winds taking them south-east across the 
county. The crowds of families had a bit of 
a wait on Friday evening as strong winds 
delayed the launch, with the decision to fly 
left to each pilot. 

A reduced number braved breezy condi- 


tions and took off on at about 8pm as the 
north-easterly winds were too strong for 
some, with speeds of 18 knots recorded 

at 1,000 ft. More than 40,000 visitors were 
thought to have attended to watch balloons 
launching into the sky over the three days, 
while a fun fair kept them entertained when 
the mixed weather intervened. One of the 
highlights of the festival each year is the bal- 
loon glow on Saturday night. Despite the rain, 
large crowds were out to see seven glowing 
balloons, tethered to the ground, while the 
burners were “played” in time to music, as 
they were turned into giant lanterns. 


University staff 
told of 80 job 


cuts in savings 


NEARLY 80 jobs are being axed at The 
University of Northampton. 

Staff at the university were informed yester- 
day of the proposals which will see a string of 
redundancies triggered by the completion of 
the so-called Professional Services Review in 
June. 

A confidential report seen by the Chron re- 
vealed that 22 jobs would go in information 
services, which runs IT and library-related re- 
sources; 12 will go in research and knowledge 
transfer (R&KT); 10 in marketing and 10 in stu- 
dent administration services. 

The remaining jobs will be divided between 
administration, human resources, estates, the 
information and planning unit (IPU) and the 
Department for Enhanced Learning, Teach- 
ing, Achievement and Employability (DeltaE). 

According to the report, penned by chief op- 
erating officer Terry Neville, 10 departments 
have been cut down to five. 

He said: “A key driver for this proposal to 
restructure Professional Services is the need 
to provide the opportunity to reinvest in the 
universitv’s student experience. namely infor- 


mation technology, the estate, the university’s 
facilities and the frontline services provided 
by academic staff.” 

While there had been a planned increase in 
Professional Services in recent years, this had 
been to support a “step-change” in activity in 
certain areas and now was the time to reduce 
staffing, he added. 

The university has consulted the relevant 
unions prior to yesterday’s announcement and 
a 30-day redundancy consultation period is 
now in place, scheduled to end on September 
20. 

A spokesman for the university said: “The 
University of Northampton is currently re- 
viewing its professional services (administra- 
tive, technical and specialist teams who sup- 
port the university’s operational activity) and 
is in consultation with staff and unions. The 
aim of the review is to enhance excellence and 
speed of delivery across all areas of the Uni- 
versity’s services relating to the student expe- 
rience, teaching and research. 

“It is vital we maintain our ability to invest 
in front-line teaching and learning.”

Firefighters 
ave women 


TWO women on the verge 
of jumping from a burning 
building were rescued by 
firefighters, who believe 
the blaze could have been 
an arson attack. 

Twelve firefighters arrived at 
Tophers Hair Studio in Birchfield 
Road East in Abington, Northamp- 
ton, at about 4.40am on Friday to 
find the women hanging out of a 
first floor window with thick black 
smoke billowing over their heads. 

The pair, who were seconds 
away from jumping, were quickly 
rescued by firefighters and then 
taken to the safety of a waiting 
ambulance. 

The crews then forced entry 
to the property to extinguish the 
fire and retrieve two dogs, one of 
which later died. 

The women were treated at 
Northampton General Hospital 
for smoke inhalation but released 


hours later and returned to the 
devastated scene. 

The business was run by a 
mother and daughter on the 
ground floor of the building, with 
the further two storeys believed to 
be residential. 

The building was gutted by the 
fire, which investigators said they 
are treating as suspicious. 

Steve Stock, station manager 
and fire investigation officer, said: 
“If it wasn’t for the intervention 
of firefighters this incident could 
have been much worse. 

“The crew found the women lit- 
erally hanging out of the window 
and thick black smoke issuing 
over their heads. 

“They were just about to jump 
from the ledge. 

“Tt is absolutely fantastic and a 
credit to our firefighters that they 
managed to save lives as well as 
protect adjacent properties, which 
is what our job is all about.”

In total around 30,000 street 
lights have been cut across 
Northamptonshire, around 
11,600 of those on Northamp- 
ton roads. 

While some parts of the 
town have seen every other 
light switched off, others 
with high crime problems, 
such as Abington Street and 
Bridge Street, will see the 
lights left on. 

The controversial money- 
saving decision has sparked 
around 500 complaints from 
residents in the town, who 
have appealed for some lamps 
to be turned back on. 

A spokesman for the coun- 


ning across the Racecourse 
between both St George’s Av- 
enue and Bailiff Street and 
Abington Grove and Colwyn 
Road, following safety fears 
raised by police. 

Around half of the com- 
plaints are yet to be dealt 
with. 

The council is now un- 
dergoing a second sweep of 
the county to ensure that 
all lights not affected by 
the switch off have been left 
on.

James hits £100,000 


A CHARITY set up in memory of 
murdered James Kouzaris has 
already raised an astonishing 
£100,000 since his tragic death in 
April, organisers have revealed. 

Former Northampton School for Boys 
pupil Mr Kouzaris, aged 24, from King- 
sthorpe, and his friend James Cooper, 
aged 25, were shot dead after they wan- 
dered into a run-down housing project in 
Sarasota, in Florida, late on April 16. 

In the weeks after their murder, a 
charity, Always A Chance, was set up by 


their friends and family. Mr Kouzaris’ 
best friend, Paul Davies, yesterday said 
the charity had now raised a staggering 
£110,000, as organisers try to raise £1 mil- 
lion by next year. 

On Saturday, a football tournament, 
held at Kettering Leisure Village, raised 
another £1,400 for Always A Chance, 
which was founded to help fight violent 
crime, particularly directed at young 
people. 

The tournament featured 12 teams, 
each containing close friends of both 
Mr Kouzaris, known as “Jam” and Mr 


Cooper, known as “Coops”, who lived in 
Warwickshire. 

Mr Davies said: “It was fantastic. 
There were 12 teams involved and people 
came from all over the country. 

“Everyone involved was either a friend 
or extended friend of one of the lads. 
Jam and Coops were both heavily into 
their sport; they loved football and it was 
a good way to make some money for the 
charity.”

Popular birds are 
back in numbers 


A NEW wildlife survey pu- 
suggests that some of North- 
amptonshire’s most popular 
birds have been subject to a 
baby boom. 

The RSPB Make Your Na- 
ture Count survey showed 
95.7 per cent of residents in 
the county saw blackbirds in 
their gardens in June. 

A total of 942 Northamp- 
tonshire residents took part 
in the survey and on average 
they saw two to three of the 
birds in their gardens. 

At least 83 per cent said 
they saw house sparrows, 89 
per cent saw woodpigeons, 
and blue tits and collared 
doves were also popular 
sightings. 

The survey showed almost 
half of the UK gardens had 


baby blackbirds during June, 
a 15 per cent increase on 
2010. 

Experts believe the high 
numbers of young black- 
birds, robins and_ song 
thrushes around the UK 
could be because the weather 
conditions were right when 
they were in the nest and 
when they fledged. 

Richard Bashford, RSPB 
Make Your Nature Count 
organiser, said: “Thanks to 
the people that helped us 
collect information on sum- 
mer wildlife, we’ve been able 
to see how well some of our 
baby birds fared this breed- 
ing season. It’s great to know 
that blackbird, robin and 
song thrush chicks are back 
up from last June.”

EIGHT men have re- 
ceived letters warning 
they could face a £500 
fine after they were 
caught urinating out- 
side bars and clubs in 
Northampton.

The names and addresses 
of the offenders were then 
passed to Northampton Bor- 
ough Council’s community 
safety division so warning 
letters could be sent out. The 
eight men now risk being 
prosecuted under the new 
by-laws and fined up to £500 


if they are caught commit- 
ting the offence again. 

Councillor David Mack- 
intosh (Cons, Rectory Farm) 
and cabinet advisor, said: 
“There is no excuse for peo- 
ple going to the toilet in the 
street just a stone’s throw 
away from open public toi- 
lets. 

“We are committed to mak- 
ing Northampton a better 
place to visit and this helps 
us with that,” he added. 

The new by-laws also in- 
troduced restrictions on 
dangerous and nuisance 
skateboarding, fairground 
attractions causing obstruc- 
tion to traffic, dangerous 
games on and near roads 
and people interfering with 
road warnings.

Peter Strutton, NGH’s energy and sus- 
tainability manager, said: “We’ve done 
really well as a trust this year and to put 
nothing into landfill is really good going. 

“We've recycled all the usual things 
but we’ve also treated and compressed 
biological waste so it can be used for fuel

in furnaces elsewhere that would other- 
wise burn coal. 

“We’ve even shipped an ambulance 
off to South Africa rather than see it 
scrapped.” 

He added: “I’m really pleased with 
certain areas like clinical waste. We’ve 
asked staff to think about what they put 
in the yellow sacks because it costs up to 
four times as much to dispose of those 
and we've saved about £20,000. 

“That’s great for the environment but 
the figure saved is also approximately 
the salary of a nurse.”

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UNK folk poet vane Turner head- 
lines the Roadmender tonight for a 
1 warm-up show prior to sets at the 
Reading and Leeds festivals. 

Turner’s fourth solo album, England 
Keep My Bones, was released in June 

to positive reviews in both the rock and 
folk press. However, he explains one 
man’s positive review isn’t the only way 
he gauges success. 

“Equally important to me is if I see 
some kid writing on a blog or forum 
and saying they’re into it as well,” he 
explains. “My central measure of its 
success and how songs and albums are 
going down live, if people are singing 
songs back to me. 

“People have taken to these songs very 
quickly and that’s very gratifying.” 
Turner rose to fame singing in the hard- 
core band Million Dead, but after the 
band’s demise in 2005 he headed out on 
his own with a more acoustic sound. 

It was his 2009 album, Poetry Of The 
Deed, which propelled him further into 
the public’s conscience.

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ROADTEST: Volvo V60 DS SE LUX 


Y neighbours at Tester’s Towers 
MI were the perfect couple to give 

this week’s test car the visual 
once over. 

As owners of a Volvo V50, the older 
but still current companion to the V60 
test car, they were intrigued to spot the 
differences. They weren’t hard to find. 

Volvo’s designers clearly had a change 
of direction when they started drawing 
their newer midrange estate. Famous 
for boxy but spacious cars, this time the 
emphasis was going to be on style. 

And if it meant losing some storage 
space, well, that’s the price you pay for 
good looks. 

Now, my neighbours will be needing a 
more spacious car in the not-too-distant 
(with two growing youngsters that’s a 
cert) and they liked the look of the V60. 

There’s no denying its style appeal; 
with swooping curves and chiselled lines 
it looks more coupe than load carrier 
from some angles. Which is both a bless- 
ing and a curse. 

For lift up the shapely tailgate and 
you'll discover a load space actually 
smaller than the older, shorter V50. My 
two experts from next door clocked the 
lack of cubic inches straight away... and 
IT expect moved the car several notches 
down their list of possible replacements 
in the process. 

If your needs don’t include the abso- 
lute maximum amount of luggage space, 


there are good reasons for reading on. 
Small-ish it may be behind the seats, but 
those perches fold 40/20/40 to give an 
absolutely flat boot floor and lots of per- 
mutations of passengers and luggage. 

Then the back of the front passenger 
seats folds flat to let you load in ladders 
and the like. A rear divider folds out of 
the boot floor to restrain runaway su- 
permarket carrier bags. This is clearly 
an estate (Volvo prefers us to call ita 
sports wagon) that’s been given a lot of 
thought. 

You might be surprised at this Volvo’s 
lack of storage room but there’s nothing 
unexpected in the way it seats its oc- 
cupants in great comfort and gives them 
all enough stretching room not to feel 
cramped on the longest journey. 

Volvos have long provided me with the 
most comfortable seats in the business 
and the V60 upholds the reputation of 
the Swedish design team. There’s noth- 
ing obviously different in the look of the 
seats, so their supportive comfort must 
be down to the details which others 
don’t bother about so much. 

There’s obvious thought in the dash- 
board too, with bold instruments and 
chunky switches dedicated to making 
the business of driving as uncomplicat- 
ed as possible. It mostly works, with only 
the (optional) sat nav a bind to employ. 

The test car’s diesel engine makes an 
impressively growly companion when

pushed but settles into a barely audible 
purr at a motorway cruise. It gave me 

a reasonable 44mpg on test and the 
possibility of an easy 600 miles between 
refills. 

Volvo has made its reputation on 
safety and the V60 came laden with 
devices (standard or optional) to keep 
you out of harm’s way. Included in the 
£1,485 driver support pack is an irritat- 
ing bleep that signals you’ve crossed 
a white line without signalling (it 
can be switched off) and a rather 
useful orange light near the door 
mirrors that tells you there’s a 
vehicle in your blind spot. 

Standard kit on the SE Lux 
includes part 
leather trim, 
powered — 
seats, rear 
parking _— 
peepers, 
good sound 
system, 17 inch 
alloys and cruise 
control. 

All of which 
impressed the 
neighbours, but 
they’ll be looking 
at the more spa- 
cious Volvo XC60 
when it’s time 
change cars.

COBBLERS boss Gary 
Johnson felt the scoreline 
in Tuesday night’s defeat 
to Wolves flattered the 
Premier League side.
